Very few have any adequate idea of just 
what this means to McGill and all McGill men capable of taking an 
interest in college affairs — this hymn means to McGill what 
patriotic songs mean to the Empire. 

When "Hail! Alma Muter." is sung, wo are paying homage to 
McGill and all that she has achieved. Have we not all often seen 
at smokers and receptions where the college hjTun is introduced 
groups of students gatiicred around a Freshman who is reading 
tlic words off his "Bible"? Is it Freshmen only who arc ignorant 
of their college songs ? From careful observation, The Daily is 
forced to admit that this is not the case, and that besides tho new- 
comers, there are many upper class men among whom this ignor- 
ance prevails. 

Is it the paltry few minutes necessary to learn these songs 
that prevents JIcGill invn. representing all Faculties and years, 
from knowing them and being able to sing them on all occasions ? 

How many students from other Universities can be accused of 
this same lack of interest towards their college songs? It may 
be said that there are few colleges except McGill wlieie college 
songs are not given their due place in University activities. A 
student at any one of these colleges would Ce looked upon as dis- 
loyal to his Alma Mater if he was not familiar with every one of 
his college songs. How comes it that McGill is behind other col- 
leges in this rcsi)cct? 

The people of .Montreal and elsewhere judge McGill by the 
actions of its student body. How can they possibly gain the cor- 
rect idea of what a college hymn means, if McGill men themselves 
are lacking in both kiiowlcdye of and reverence towards their 
college hymn V Do McGill men know that "Hail ! Alma Mater," is 
the college hymn? Now, a hymn means more than a song. It 
commands reverence, and students should remember that to honor 
McGill as it should be honored, our college hymn should be learned 
and sung.

At a meeting of tho Electrical Club 
in the Engineering Building on Mon- 
day afternoon, a very instructive and 
interesting lecture and demonstration 
of tbe pulmotor was given by Messrs. 
Higgina and lirenuan, ot the Bell Tele- 
phone Company. 

Mr. Higgins started by giving a brief 
description ot tbe effects of electrical 
shock on the body. He stated that 
shocks had something of tbe same ef- 
fect on tho body as suffocation, and 
that the same trcaiincnt wos required 
as In the case of a drowning or suf- 
focating person, in applying first aid 
to a vletinri of a shock, it is often found 
necessary to remove the body from 
contact which he may stiil have ^•■ith 
the wire. In this case great prcrau- 
lions arc advisable to sec that tbe 
rescuer docs not himself get shocked 
He 

ways of removing the body and the 
necessity for quick action. In very 
few cases can a pulmotor be bad im- 
mediately after the accident, so it Is 
found necessary to apply tirst aid. 
Mr, Higgius demonstrated the three 
common methods of resuscitation 
which have proven to be most effici- 
ent.

RECENT FINDS IN 
SCOTCH REUCS 



Four Distinct Levels of Occupa- 
tion Found in t^xcavutions 
at Haddington. 



Edinburgh, Scot— At a meeting of 
.the Society of Antigua rir."; of Hcoiland. 
A. O. Curie, director of the niu.scum, 
F.S.A., Scot,, reported the results of 
some excavations conducted by the 
Society on Traprain Law, Haddington. 
The area laid bare last year amounted 
to about an eigbth ot an acre, lu this, 
with an average depth ot from three to 
four feet, were found four distinct lev- 
els of occupation. On these, wltli the 
exception of the lowest of all, were 
found well -formed iTctaiisular 
hearths, usually surrounded on 'href 
sides by curb stones, and paved with 
slabs of sandstones or covered with 
clav; also, in several cases, adjacent 
and much smaller hearths. 
■ îhe relics discovered in thLi area 
"were most interesting and numeioii.<:. 
Of personal ornaments, were rouuii 
fragments of about 33 armlets of 
glass, several of them decorated with 
inlaid lines of varying colors; also 
several portions of armlets of jst or 
abale; several beautiful fibulae of 
bronze, one of them inlaid with sil- 
ver, another enamelled and benvîn;,' on 
the broad head which coverci! li.- 
spring a design consisting nf a blue 
trefoil on a crim.son ground and two 
other similar fibulae. The find al.;(i 
included several bronze pins wiih de- 
corated heads; two silver finger ring.s 
and one bronze with an iron he.:cl. 
Harness mountings letovrrcd ron- 
slstcd of a fine, pierced object, of a 
style known as the trumpet pattern, 
from the frequent employment In the 
design of à trumpet as a motif: also 
two. objects of bronze with loops for 



attauhiuent at the back, one having 
the characteristic Celtic design.
